Opening the session, Joseph 
Wesby recalled that the first report 
Classified Production Records was 
made last year.

Five distinct operations 
were studied and classified. During 
the past eleven months have con- 
centrated filling the gaps, and 
have added some eight more opera- 
tions. You will note that the figures 
previously published have been added 
to, revised and re-checked, showing 
the main slight tendency downward.

Per- 
sonally, unable determine ac- 
curately when the setting time stops 
and the actual running the ma- 
chine starts. would suggest that the 
committee work this problem out and 
send their recommendations all 
the members who are supplying data 
that they could send more accu- 
rate reports. mention this because 
many operators set their gauges, grip- 
rers, knives, etc., the approximate 
size and, after running few sheets 
through the machine, then start run- 
ning. All the finer adjustments, 
are made while the machine 
producing. This practice cuts down 
the setting time, but increases the 
time required produce the first 
1,000 sheets.

EPORTS the Cost Commit- 
tee, Machinery Committee, 

Publicity Committee, Stand- 
ardization Committee and Graphic 
Arts Conference Board were read 
Raymond Baylis (E. Lewis Co., 
New York, chairman all 
these committees.

Besides the modern mar- 
vels art and science, such the 
talkies, airplanes which advertise 
cigarettes, television, the ancient 
Greek dresses the girls are now wear- 
ing, and Amos ’n’ Andy, now have 
cutting machines and folding ma- 
chines, smashing machines and head- 
banding machines, and all kinds 
mechanical marvels which shoot out 
books the thousand day. But 
with all these, the big question the 
bookbinding industry still, should 
bookbinder able read? 


binder know anything 
about the book binding? Should 
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The Specialist? Does matter 
whether limited edition auto- 
graphed the author his own 
blood book Gene Stratton 
Porter? Does make any difference 
the binder whether the book 
going into ten printings its second 
hundred thousand, whether the 
total sale will 349, including re- 
view copies and complimentaries for 
the author’s wife’s aunt? Does 
matter whether the book sell 
for five dollars for fifty cents? 
Does matter the binder whether 
the bookseller puts short order 
and the customer can’t get copy, 
and goes the movie instead, 
whether the bookseller has hundred 
copies his basement for five years? 
you really believe that when the 
publisher pays your bill your prob- 
lems are all solved? these ques- 
tions matter the binder they 
not? 

all seriousness, therefore, 
that ask you the question, Should 
binder able read? Those 
you gentlemen who answer “no,” will 
probably have better time with your 
mashie and driver than with me. 
Those you who believe that these 
questions make difference, may 
interested more questions. 

warn you—all shall say will 
questions. 

These questions have been asking 
themselves long the book pub- 
lishing industry exists—and every day 
brings new questions—or rather, new 
forms old questions. The industry 
can longer sweep them under the 
dare not.

Solution Individual Bindery Problems 
Has Been Important Part Activities 
Research Division Employing Bookbinders 


OLUTION individual bindery 
problems has been important 
part the activities the Re- 
search Division the Employing 
Bookbinders America, according 
Blaylock, research associate, 
his annual report the Convention. 
The report covered tests for indi- 
vidual members the association, 
addition giving information regard- 
ing the primary object the work; 
that research problems con- 
nected with the bookbinding industry. 
Mr. Blaylock outlined briefly his 
future plans and offered some sugges- 
tions how the work could 
made more the individual 
members. 


“Special tests made for members 
the association covered variety 
materials,” states Mr. Blaylock, 
“while their requests for information 
varied almost widely. One member 
wanted know the name and address 
firm manufacturing rust proof 
wire for stitching machines. An- 
other requested information regarding 
the benefits derived from the 
chromium plating brass 
third wished know how avoid 
trouble from pin holes bookcloths 
used the Smyth automatic case- 


making machine. fourth, desired 


method for exterminating roaches 
the bindery. Still other requests 
covered the packing books for for- 
eign shipment prevent mold, the 
removal mold spots imitation 
leather and various other subjects. 
“The Research Division glad 
give information this kind when- 
ever the information can- 
not furnished immediately, the Di- 
vision will obtain soon pos- 


gible. 


“Approximately sixty-five samples 
various materials were submitted 
for special tests. Sixteen samples 
glue were tested for jell strength, vis- 
cosity, acidity, value, foaming 
and keeping quality. Eight stamp- 
ings imitation go'd were tested for 
resistance tarnishing. Eight sam- 
ples imitation leather and eight 
bookcloth were submitted for tests for 
tensile strength, thread count, weight 
base weight finished cloth 
and percent sizing filling. Six dif- 
ferent grades super were tested for 
thread count and tensile strength. 
Four samples rotogravure and 
one and three color printing were 
tested for resistance fading ex- 
posing the fadeometer. The one 
color work faded slightly after 
hours. Tests the three color print- 
ing and the rotogravure were discon- 
tinued after hours without show-

ing signs fading. One hour the 
fadeometer equivalent five hours 
Chicago summer sunlight between 
Samples thread, paste, 
and other miscellaneous materials 
were also submitted for test.

The history binders board has 
never been written. There are many 
bocks the art binding, but refer- 
ences the board used are few. 
collect the facts was necessary 
study the bindings old books 
library shelves, and talk with bind- 
ers and with board makers whose ex- 
perience covers long period years, 
and whose fathers and grandfathers 
before them were board makers. 

The first book covers were wooden 
boards. Hand lettered manuscripts 
were folded, sewed together over 
‘eather thongs, and, keep the vellum 
from curling, were laid between thin 
pieces wood. The next step was 
join these wooden boards with leather 
thongs and protect the back the 
book with strip leather. From 
this was easy transition 
full leather binding. The bindery 
the New York Public Library has re- 
cently restored one these old vol- 
umes whose applewood boards were 
covered with doe-skin. 

early the beginning the 
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16th century, thick hand-made paper 
was used the foundation for book 
covers. There are two books the 
New York Public Library, one printed 
1516 and the other 1529, which 
are evidently their original bind- 
ings. The board these books 
light weight and Where 
the leather worn through the 
edges, thick hand-made paper visi- 
Another book, printed 1515, 
has dedicatory plate the inside 
front cover bearing the date 1588. 
This book, therefore, must have been 
bound before 1588. the style 
its tooled leather binding German, 
and the boards are flexible, doubt 
these hand-made boards came from 
Germany. 


the end the 16th century, 
bookbinders had developed pasted 
board composed layer layer 
papers glued together. This type 
board very stiff and rigid. 
paper those days was too scarce 
and costly throw away, printed 
leaves from other books discarded 
sheets manuscripts were often util- 
ized these covers. When some 
these pasted boards have been soaked 
apart, interesting old manuscripts 
have come light. 


The first “Book Laws New 
York,” printed Bradford 1694, 
was bound this pasted board. Dr. 
Rosenbach, the owner this rare vo!- 
ume, permitted the cover re- 
stored with substitute boards that 
the original boards could taken 
apart and examined. intrusted 
this work Mr. Wilberforce Eames, 
the New York Public Library. The 
glue this old pasted board proved 
almost impervious moisture, 
and took infinite patience sepa- 
rate the layers. 


Mr. Eames was rewarded find- 
ing leaves from half dozen other old 
books. Some these were from 
French Bible that must have been 
brought colonist expelled from 
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France after the Edict Nantes 
1680. There were leaves from 
Dutch medical book describing the 
great plague Amsterdam about 
1650, and manuscript pages from 
pamphlet written defense the 
Quakers. Mr. Eames also found the 
title page and several leaves from 
Almanac printed 1697 Jacob 
Taylor Philadelphia. fact, much 
early. history this country could 
reconstructed from material disclosed 
the boards this one book. 


history board does not ar- 
range itself into well defined periods. 
Wooden boards, pasted boards, and 
hand-made boards were all used the 
16th century. the New York Pub- 
lic Library, there book printed 
late 1530 which has wooden boards. 
Mr. Eames examined one book printed 
Spain 1553, which had pasted 
board one cover and the other, 
heavy hand-made paper, mill board 


seems anachronism speak 
this hand-made board “mill 
board,” because paper machines were 
not invented until the beginning the 
19th century. 
were paper manufactories Europe 
early the middle the 14th 
century. Paper-making had been in- 
troduced into Spain the 11th cen- 
tury the Moors, who learned the 
art from the Chinese. the 14th 
century paper-making 
from Spain France, Germany, and 
Italy. old manuscript, written

consisting several mills. 

these old mills, the paper was 
made hand with the aid crude 
mechanical equipment consisting 
vats, moulds, and presses, besides the 
appliances used the preparation 
the pulp. Dard his 
“Paper Making Through the Cen- 
turies,” gives interesting descrip- 
tion the method used making 
hand-made paper. vat was filled 
with the liquid pulp which had been 
prepared “under” the stamping mills. 
The vatman dipped his mould the 
vat, turned face upwards, and lifted 
out evenly covered with pulp. 
shook the mould from right left, 
and then from back front order 
cross and mat the fibers, removed 
the deckle, and passed the mould 
the coucher. 

The coucher drained the water from 
the mould, turned over and de- 
the wet sheet paper 
piece felt. pile alternating 
paper and felts was collected, and 
placed hugh wooden press. 
bell was rung and all the workers 
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the mill came help turn down the 
screw the press. 

When sufficient water was removed, 
the pile was taken from the press and 
the lay-man separated the sheets 
paper, repiling them without the felts. 
The paper several 
times until the sheets were the right 
smoothness and finish. Then they were 
taken the loft the mill, where 
they were hung dry. was possi- 
ble for these three workmen, the vat- 
man, the coucher, and the lay-man, 
make five and one-ha!f reams paper 
day. 


AND-MADE board was made 
the same method hand-made paper. 
The board-maker filled his mould with 
pulp dipping into the vat. 
shook his mould vigorously and fro 
and puddled the pulp with his hands 
cross and mat the fibers. The sheet 
board was pressed screw press, 
and dried the cpen air the 
loft the mill. must have been 
tedious process make sheet thick 
enough for book covers. The old 
board-makers say that took half 
hour more for the water drain 
from the mould. 

The final development hand-made 
board illustrated the covers 
book published London 1773.

The vatman, 
the coucher, and the lay-man, still 
make the board, but now their func- 
tions are performed machines.
